TELECINE 1: 


Ext. Deck of Striker's 
Ship. Dark. 


But TURLOUGH is already 
half way over, 


By the time THE 
DOCTOR reaches him, 
it is too late. He 
has let go. 


THE DOCTOR makes a 
grab and clutches 
his arm, but TURLOUGH 
shakes him off. He is 
floating in space, 


THE DOCTOR: (SHOUTING) Don't be an 


idiot! 


THE DOCTOR: 
overboard$ 


Man overboard! Man 


TELECINE 2: 


Space Shot. 


TURLOUGH is floating 
gently, as the ship 
moves away from him 
at speed. 
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TELECINE 3: 


Ext. Deck of Striker's 
Ship. Dark. 


Two or three SAILORS 
in space suits emerge 
hurriedly from the 
hatch, JACKSON 
amongst them, 


JACKSON and the 
SAILORS rush to the 
side. 


MARRINER arrives. 


THE DOCTOR and JACKSON 
start to tear loose 
the lifebelt attached 
to the safety rail. 


THE DOCTOR and JACKSON 
hurl the lifebelt over 
the rail. 


JACKSON: What's happened? 


THE DOCTOR: Man overboard! It's 
Turlough. 


TEGAN: (FRANTICALLY TO MARRINER) 
Don't just stand there! Do something! 
Stop the ship! Turn back! 


MARRINER: It would be ridiculous to risk 
losing the race for an Ephemeral. 


TEGAN: You can't just leave him! 
He'll die out there! 


MARRINER: (QUITE SYMPATHETIC) It will be 
over for him very quickly. His oxygen 
supply is very small. 
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TELECINE 4: 


Space Shot 


The lifebelt and the 
line attached to it 
float towards 
TURLOUGH. 


He stretches out 
his hands to it. 


As it is almost

Ext. Deck of Striker's

THE DOCTOR is gazing 
over the rail towards 
the Buccaneer; he 
turns to them 
suddenly decisive.

TEGAN: Where are you going? 


THE DOCTOR: To talk to Striker.

MARRINER: The wheelhouse. 
TEGAN: I must go to him. 


MARRINER: I hope you will 
forgive me for saying so, 
but I have never experienced 
a mind such as yours before. 


TEGAN: And you never will 
again! 


I find it such a 
ine place, full of 
niches, life. It fascinates 
me. What are you doing? 


TEGAN closes 
her eyes. 


TEGAN: Work it out for 
yourself. 
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MARRINER: You've killed 
your thoughts. You're 
hiding them from me.

STRIKER: And delivered by 
hand. JI am overwhelmed. 


MARRINER: (TO STRIKER) You 
will, of course, decline? 
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STRIKER: Naturally. 


MARRINER: (TO MANSELL) 
Then we mustn't detain you 
any longer. 


THE DOCTOR: We could 
collect Turlough. 


TEGAN: (TO STRIKER) Can't 
we go? 


STRIKER: (RATHER BORED) If you wish. 


MARRINER : Then I will 
escort you. (TO STRIKER) 
With the Captain's permission. 


(STRIKER NODS 
HIS AGREEMENT) 


(TO MANSELL) Then please 
convey our acceptance to 
Captain Wrack. 


(MANSELL BOWS AND 
LEAVES ) 


TEGAN: (TO MARRINER) I 
thought you didn't want to 
go? 


MARRINER: I think you 
might need me. Captain 
Wrack has strange ideas 
of entertainment. 
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4. INT. WRACK'S WHEELHOUSE. DARK. 


(TURLOUGH IS NOW 
CHAINED TO THE 
WALL) 


WRACK: Have you ever seen 
a man flogged to death? 


(TURLOUGH DOESN'T 
REPLY ) 


Or keelhauled? Very painful. 
Ephemerals have such inventive 
ways of inflicting pain. 


(THERE IS STILL NO 
REACTION FROM 
TURLOUGH. 


WRACK CROSSES TO 
TURLOUGH) 


Now - tell me what you wanted 
aboard my ship. 


TURLOUGH : (STUBBORN) Why 
ask? thought you could 
reach minds. 


WRACK: Yours is such a 
devious one - it's 
fascinating. (WITH RELISH) 
I should like to peel it 
away, Layer by layer - until 
there was nothing left.

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(TURLOUGH REMIANS 
IMPASSIVE ALTHOUGH 
HE IS VERY SCARED) 


WRACK: (cont) Perhaps 
your intention was sabotage?

THE DOCTOR: The launch will 
be alongside in a moment. 


(TEGAN OPENS THE 
DOOR. SHE IS

(SHOUTS OFF. 
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MARRINER HURRIES

MARRINER: Quick. Follow

THEM AMID SHIPS. 
THE TRIO ARE 
THROWN AROUND) 
The Wheelhouse - 


(HE DASHES BACK
